REFORM IN CHINA. 


Oar Shanghai correspondont's wire of yesterday representa 
President Yana ina light which we in the South have come to regard 
a8 cssentially hia own, Whether the opiniun quoted was given 
anasked or not, we have at present no means of koowing. It not 
infrequently happond that the man who most seeks to be non- 
committal in his utterances is the very man who ends by committing 
himself, nnless ho firmly limita himself toa bald half dozen words, 
Yuan Shih-k'ai obviously doss not wish to say anything that can be, 
so to speak, used againat him; yet higextrame suriety in this 
direction gooa near to betraying bim into a definite expression of 
opinion. Whether that opinion is really his or not scsroaly concerns 
us here, Until the contrary ig proved we have s right to look upon 
Yuan Shib-k’si as one who is'entirely devoted to the intsresta of his 
country and who will do whatever be can towards lifting it out of 
ite present condition. j 

The Chineee, like the reat of the world, are spt to pay too mach 
attention to nemea and ito disregard the things for which 
_ these stand. Many of tho most inflaential among them have (ravol- 
led, and bave closely observed the conditions, social and govern- 
mental, thst obtain in white men’s countries; and unconeciously 
they have been influenced, to a greater or leas extent, by the terms 
and tho customs adopted by western nations. Tbuethe Chinese 
who hag lived in the United States may pin his faith to a republican 
form of government, while he who has lived in England may be 
entirely in favour of a monarchy, Esch has seen the people 
_of the country which he visited enjoying more 
freedom and prosperity than would seem to be obtainable in 
Obina, and he naturally ascociatea these with the form of government 
that obtains in England, America, or whatever the country may 
be. But by nature ho is an observer of superficial detail rather than 
. of substantial fact, and therefore it may not occar to him that 
an iron system of tyranny may exist under a eo-called republican 
rule, and that demosracy may reach its highest point of power under 
:a monarchy. Is there any tyranny in despotic Russia to equal that 
of 6.g. the “' prohibitionista” of the United States? Is there any 
country in the world where the convinced demoorat is ao freo in 
speech and action aa in old-fashioned, aristosratio England ? 


,. What Chins has yet to learn, then, is that names do not count 
. ‘and that freedom oan only exist smong a self-respeoting, law-abid- 
“ ing.people. When the French murdered their King and Queon snd 
'. nobility, and shrieked “ Liberty!" at every stroet cornor, did thoy 
“ theraby kecome a free people? Whea the British bad murdered 
’ King Chorles and bad allowed Cromwell to take the suprome power 
is bande, had they greator liherty than they had eajoyod ander 
= the Staarte? With France as with England, the people were not 
' free'till they had grasped the lesson that.a tacit agreement betweon 
“them to-respect the rights of each other ia the essential foundation 
of real liberty. And so it will be with tho Chinese, Whether they 
regard Yaan Shib-k’si as tho champion of tho people or whether 
they consider him as the half-arlioulate apostle of ariatoorsoy matters 
really so very little. At the Revolution of 1011 they contracted todo 
cortoin thinge—which they have not done. Their excace for driving 
out the Manchus was that they wanted a less corrnp: Govarnmont. Bat 
did it never ocourtothem that the corruptness or incorruptne33 
of a country is in tho handa of its people leas than in those of its 
rolers? When the Manches were shed and republicaniem in- 
stalled, did orraption, and equeeze coses? Are they not rather oa the 
* Gnoretse? Aud why ? Bad subjects make bad ralora. The pasple have 
been ao occupied in reforming the authorities thet they have never 
bestowed 6 single thought on their own reformation! Obina as an 
eropire, o limited monarchy, a republic or what yoo will, will alill be 
Ohins—feckless, narrow, impradent and diskonest}—till her children 
realise that alterations muat’ ‘coms from within. Thoy need a 
government of gome sort, and that government veads a central fizare. 
The cantral figare for well nigh four yeara has been Yoan Sbib-k’ai 
—a man, they must surely own, of experience both military and 
civil, possessed of a keen knowledge of both the old end the new 
Chinese, and well able to sympathice with ‘both; 8 man who has 
piloted tho country over some treacherous shoals on which: the Sun 
Yat-sen party would aesuredly have wrecked it. He ia not perfection, 
“but be hes given the people advice whioh undoubtedly wonld have 
improved their condition had they followed. it, aud has ahown him- 
sell ready, in hia turn, to eocept advice of them: — His position has 
” ‘never for five minutes been other than an extremoly difficult ore, and 
_ it is to be questioned. if there is a man in Chins, or out of it, who 
-oould have handled State sffaira in so difflouls s country with 0 fow 
va mistakes. Whether ‘the people continue to regard him as 
ir Jawfal head ‘or not will not makes hair's breadth of difference 
in thelr chances of reaching a prosperous condition. It is they who 
must cbange; not the Government. = aan

Sixty years. ago tc-day the 
Allied British and French armies 
conquered the Malakcff aud Redan 
forts of Sekastopol—a city which 
they had been besieging for, as 
nearly ss possible, o yesr, Many 
fruitless attacka. bad been made 
during that year, aud it was ‘not 
till September 8, 1855 ‘thet 
the couthern fortifications at lact 
yielded to terrific bombardments. 
The French lost heavily in this 
final engagenient, while the British 
were forced to retire for o 
while, acd it wae not till 
tho following day thet the Allies 
entered the city, the Russians 
having abandoned it during the 
night. It ia interesting to re- 
member that the Iatter followed 
the same procedure that has 
characterised so many .of their 
retreats, not only destroying ae 
much of the fortified parts as 
possible, but even burning or 
sinking the remsinder of their 
fleet. A few moathas later the 
Allies themaelves destroyed the 
remaining fortifications, and the 
City was raturned to the Russians 
in July 1856. 


Old and New Alllances. —
